If you can assent 
to the propriety of such a seene, then you can, 
as at present, continue to acquiesce In expos- 
ing these two cndeared characters, to the 
broat stare, the pointing finger, the fulsome 
compliment, or the rude criticism of an assem- 
blage of your male associates, Without pre- 
suming too much upon our merits, or without 
intending to offer you reasons for mageifying 
our vanity, Lam willing to indulge the hope 
that the young women of the society possess, 
in your estimation, at least an equal share in 
those feelings of delicacy which are insepara- 
ble from female minds, whose peculiar traits, 
as represented by vour sex, are innocence, 
modesty and sensibility.

No 
other injury was sustained, although there 
were 30 or 40 rs on board, who, of 
course, weft very much alarmed, The acci- 
dent is attributed to the carelessness of the 
crew, in not letting off the steam while the 
machinery was inactive. 


A gentleman from Pittsylvania county, na- 
md John Adama, on a visit to Lynehburg, 
Va. u few days since, jumped from a window 
of the fourth story of the Franklin Hotel, and 
died in about an hour, having broken his necks 
The circumstances attending this catastrophe 
ate these.

Hayti.—Mr. W. G. Lyford, at Norfolk, bas 
received intelligence from Hayti to the 10th 
inst. which represents that great dissatisfac- 
tion prevailed among the emigrants, on ac- 
count of their extreme anxiety to return to 
the United States. It is understood from the 
acts of President Boyer, that he is as eager to 
get them out of the Island as he had been to 
get them into it. It is said that he signed 
two hundred passports in one day for their re- 
turn to the United States. 

The government of Hayti, has notified that 
from the 15th of June next, the Kepublic will 
pay none of the expenses of the emigrants. 

A black fellow, said to be from New-York, 
has, for some days, been engaged in distribut- 
ing letters in Philadelphia, said to have been 
received from the emigrants in Hayti to their 
friends living bere, on which he charged 
thirty-seven and a half cents. This was wil- 
lingly paul by the poor blacks who hai! friends 
in that country, but fortunately he called on 
a coloured man, who knew that thirty-seven 
and a half cents was not the regular charge 
for postage for any ship-letter. He arrested 
the letter merchant, and made him surrender 
the remaining stock in trade, and the fellow 
was glad to get off in this way. 





The Hamilton Advertiser, (published in 
Ohio) of the 6th inst. says, that their fellow- 
citizen, Col. John C. Symmes, has accepted 
of the offer of the Emperor of Russia, made 
through Count Romanaoff, inviting him to 
take a North Polar expedition, under the pa- 
tronage of that enlightened monarch.

“VILLAGE SKETCHES, OR TALES OF 
SOMERVIL1.E.” 


This little volume, of which a brief notice 
was given last week, we have perused atten- 
tively, and have found no reason to alter the 
favourable opinion we then cxpressed. ‘The 
tales are brief, and related in a simple, unaf- 
fected style, in which the author successfully 
enlists the attention of the reader, who will 
frequently find his expectations excited, and 
his feelings touched with no ordinary hand. 
There are some slight blemishes in both the 
language and in the conduct of some of the 
tales, together with occasional typographical 
errors, which exhibit a want of attention; 
but they occur soseidom, and are accompanied 
with such abundant and satisfactory evidence 
of the writer’s ability for doing better, that 
we feel no disposition to dwell on this por- 
tion of our subject, but will content our- 
selves with admiring the flower, while the 
scrutinizing critic may amuse himself, if he 
pleases, by picking it to pieces. 

We intended to have given a brief outline 
of the principal tales, accompanied with ex- 
tracts; but as this might, in some measure, 
lessen the interest of those who mean to read 
the book itself, we shall at present merely 
make a few selections, sufficient to give a 
general idea of the author’s manner. 

The tales arc confined to a retired roman- 
tic spot, of which they form, in part, the pleas- 
ing history, and which is thus described : 


On the banks of a little stream, that takes 
its source among one of the minor riiges of 
the Allegheny, and empties into the Susque- 
hanna, in the western parts of Pennsylvania, 
—- the little \ pee of Somerville. It is — 
swectly sequestered spots, w 
C cles to have marked for the quiet 
retirement of those who wish to mingle but 
little with the world. Situated at the foot of 
a high sloping bill, and surrounded by solita- 
ry woodlands, it seems, at a little distance, 
to be literally buried in the wildness of un- 
cultivated nature. Bat, on a nearer approach, 
the eye is delighted with the visible hand of 
cultivation. The beautiful simplicity of the 
dwelling houses—the neat little stone church, 
whose spire rises above the trees a short dis- 
tance off—the old school house, frow whose 
windows the little children may be seen peep- 
ing their heads at the passing stranger—and 
the cultivated little gardens attached to each 
house,—all bespeak a taste and refinement 
which many would not expect to find ina 
village so very remote from the busy world.

‘the shade of the tall oaks on the western 
side of Somerville had already covered the 
village, and was slowly stealing still farther 
beyond its little boundaries. The sky was 
beautifully serene, and here and there a light 
cloud, like a streak of pure burnished 4 
showed itself above the horizon. It was in 
the early part of autumn. The leaves were 
slightly tinged with yellow, and as they were 
rusted by a slight breeze on the higher 
branches, they presented the beautiful ¢ 
of the western sun, which was now settin 
behind the distant hills. But the principal 
charm of the scene was thrown upon the 
broad slope of Laurel Hill. Its wild, luxuri- 
ant foliage, rising romantically from a mur- 
muring streamlet that winded along its fvot, 
to an elevation which seemed to mingle with 
the pure azure above, now presented to the 
full face of the sun all the variegated tints 
of the rainbow, and seemingly gloried in the 
triumph of its parting smiles, while all below 
was wrapt in comparative darkness. Tt ap- 
peared as if nature unfolded her brightest 
charms on this occasion, to hallow some be- 
hignant purpose. 

A contemplative person might behold a} 
scene from this eminence which would al4 
most transport his feelings beyond the nar- 
‘row confines of this world. He would view 
in the little village below him, and in the 
surrounding euallends and lawns, an elysi- 
um of domestic and rural felicity, scarcely 
to be found on any other part of the earth. 
His heart woukd exclaim with the poet— 





if there's peace to be found in the work, 
A heart thet was bumble might bupe tor it bere.” 
Page 144. 
** Childhood” constitutes the third sketch 
in the book, and although a subject so trite, 
it seems to have been long since exhausted, 
it has here afforded the writer an opportu 
nity of indulging in some of those melancho- 
ly, yet pleasing and not unprofitable reflec. 
tions, which, at times, melt the heart of the 
most thoughtless, and will be read with pe- 
culiar pleasure by those especially who love 
to dwell on “ days and years that have gone, 


never to return.” From this we take the 


following : 

On looking around, there were the tower- 
ing ouks still extending their ponderous 
branches far beyond their heavy trunks, so 
dear in the tale of youth—there was the 
green hill, where we had so often held our 
merry christmas gambols—and in the dis 
tance the same little cottages rose one above 
another, until they were lost in the blue trees 
still farther off. The days that this scence now 
recalled, were long since gone, and the re- 
flection was like «» sweet dream of by -pas: 
hours. 

During these reflections, a stranger pass- 
ing that way with some farming utensils on 
his shoulder, spoke to me in fanubar terms. 
It requires but littl: formality or etiquette 
among the social inhabitants of the country 
to make acquaintance; 80, without any cere- 
mony, he took a seat at my request by my 
sule. He was an interesting looking youth, 
and although we seldom like to be disturbed 
in our momenis of pensive reflections, yet an 
interruption is not at all times unpleasant. 
J soon made my companion acquainted with 
the subject of my thoughts, and told bim I 
had made a pilgrimage here, to live over 
again the days of my youth. 

I found his feelings were warm anil sensi- 
tive, and his heart immediately felt a sy mpa- 
thy with the subject—for, grasping my hand, 
he observed, ‘* Indeed, sir, it is a pleasant 
theme, am! one on which | have often dwelt 
with a sorrow ful,and yet a fond remembrance.” 

“I know not,” I replied, “ why the remem- 
brance should be a sorrowful one.” 

** An! my friend,” returned he, ** you may 
find nothing in these streams, or these hills 
and weodlands, to give you painful recollec- 
tions; they might & poetic or roman- 
tic fancy—but mine ia differcut cuse- J have 
no parents, and every feature in the scene 
before us, but recalls their death to my me- 
mory. 1 was just old enough to know their 
love, and feel their loss.” 

“ Youtruly know, then, the tenderness of 
a mothe?; for he alone who hes lost a mother, 
can duly appreciate her worth.” 

“tt is so indeed, my friend,” added he-— 
“like many other blessings, scliom known 


so lovely I would say—so heaventy ; the kind 
ness of such mothers will be ps Ae known 
when they slumber in the coki grave, The 
tear will then flow for neglected worth, but 
no teara, no sorrow can recall the dead.— 
Affection can then only live in memory.” 
“You speak as you ought,” sat 1, “and 
I st not you feel the subject of your re- 
&. 


“Ido,” he replied, “but who can de- 
scribe, in an adequate manner, the feelings 
which a recolle won of natural fondness awa- 
kens. To orphan --the motherlem—the 
thoughts of childhood are doubly dear. Who 
but one that has lost a mother, can tell how 
dear her early blessings are in the record of 
memory? We take a melancholy delight in 
looking upon a mother’s grave. fis there 1 
love to pour out the sorrows of my soul. 1 
often visit the hallowed spot—t have often 
knelt upon it—I have kissed it with a fond. 
hess savouring of enthusiasm.” 

“ Sketch, No. 9,” is on letter-writing, in 
which the writer enters upon the inquiry, 
why the cokl formality of worldly custom 
should interpose a barrier against epistolary 
correspomlence between those of opposite 
sexes, an! asks, is it not a mistaken opinion 
—an over-refined delicacy, on the subject o 
female rectitude ? ‘The following observations 
are just and pertinent, and certainly place 
the affirmative of the question in no unfa- 
vourable light. 


It is generally admitted, that young men 
derive more refinement, grace, softness, ten- 
derness of feeling, and polish of manners, in 
good female society, than in their own—and 
that, on the other hand, females, in judgment 
and understanding, are improved more in the 
company of men than among their own sex. 
This proceeds in a great measure from a na- 
tural inclination of the sexes to appear amia- 
ble and pleasing in each other’s sight~and 
consequently, Ress, that scrupulous regard 
to propriety and decorum towards each other, 
which is never su sensibly felt among one's 
own sex, 

Hannsh Moore, that amiable and distin- 
guished writer, says, “Is cither sex so 
abounding in perfection as to be independent 
of the other for improvement? Have men no 
need to have their rough angles filed off, and 
their harshnesses and asperities smoothed and 
polished by assimilating with beings of more 
softness and refinement? Are the ideas of 
women naturally so very judicions, are their 
principles so invincibly firm, are their views 
20 perfectly correct, are their judgments so 
completely exact, that there is occasion for 
no additional weight, no superadded strength, 
no increased clearness, none of that enlarge- 
ment of mind, none of that additional invigo- 
ration which may be derived from the aids of 
the stronger sex?” 

If the sexes are more improved in conver- 
sation and manners in each other's society, 
how much higher and more beneficial may 
the degree of improvement be extended in a 
conversation wpon paper, on religion, morals, 
literature, and a thousand other interesting 
subjects, where their ideas may be given ina 
Manner combining the powers of reflection 
with an elegance and ease of expression. 

Females are generally very fluent, and 
sometimes eloquent in conversation, but 1 
mean no disrespect to the sex when I say, 
comparatively, very few of them can express 
their ideas well on paper. It is not from a 
deficiency of natural capacity—they have 
ideas; but it is the want of exercising those 
ideas in that particular manner. No kind of 
composition is more easy, and at the same 
time better suited to the female mind, than 
letter-writing. Itis a species of composition 
which does not require much study or labour, 
nor must it be careless or slovenly. As Blair 
observes, ** it possesses a kind of middle 
place between the serions and amusing.” 

In a letter we look for the heart more than 
the head; for the feelings and tions, 
more than the elegant learning of th@Wuthor 
The more case and familiarity, and the less 
study or laboured ornament we find ina let- 

r, the better we are pleased with it. It is, 
asthe author last quoted emphatically says, 
** a conversation carried on upon paper,” 
and the nearer it assimilates to the common 
Janguage of the heart, the more foresbly does 
it strike upon our own feelings. Page 9.
